MILWAUKEE, May 15.—A short time ago 
. a Whipple, Episcopal bishop of Minne- 


sota, received a cablegram inviting him to 
deliver the annual "university sermon" be- 
'6re Cambridge university, England, and he 
will sail from New York early in June to 
meet the engagement The compliment from 
;bis famous educa- 
tional institution is 
the highest ever 
mid an American 
divine, and it is one 
of the very highest 
ever paid any mem- 
ber of the Anglican 
church in America. 
For a quarter of a 
century B i s h o p 
Wbipple bos been a 
conspicuous 
west- 


ern ecclesiastic. His 
advocacy of the 
rights of the 
[ndians has made 
BISHOP WHIPPLB. 


ilm famous both in this country and 
abroad. 
Twenty-five years ago he was 


elected bishop of Minnesota. The great 
state was then little more than a howl- 
ing wilderness. 
He settled at Faribault, 


i small village sixty miles south of BL Paul, 
and founded the great educational plant that 
103 since made that small place famous. On 
;he hills overlooking the pretty litUe place 
there are now three educational institutions,' 
owning $1,000,000 worth of property—a theo- 
ogical institute, a school for girls and a 
military school, tho latter the West Point of 
.he west. All of these have been nurtured 
nto prosperity by the rare executive ability 
and the indefatigable labors of thisman. His 
rreatest work has been In aid of the' Indians. 
tor a quarter of a century he has done mis- 
sionary work among them, converted thou- 
sands; has appeared before congress, before 
jresidents and even before the crowned heads 
of the Old World in their behalf. He is 
greatly beloved by all of the western In- 
dians, and is familiarly known by them all 
as "the Straight Tongue," or the "Father- 
iVho-Never-Lies." When be first went to 
Minnesota there.was not a railroad In the 
state. Winter and summer be made his pil- 
grimages among his distant flocks, and many 
lines traveled for days all alone over the al- 
most endless prairies. In his ministerings he 
rode one faithful horse over fifty thousand 
miles. He was frequently caught in terrific 
snow storms, and suffered all kinds of. hard- 
ships, and the story of his life would make a 
rack of absorbing and romantic interest. 


Bishop Whipple is a native of New York, 


There he was born about sixty years ago. 
le is a large, open faced, fine looking man, 
of moat commanding appearance, a close 
student of nature and an extraordinarily 
>rilliont speaker. He con hold an audience 
spellbound for hours. He has visited Eng- 
and several times, where he was paid many 
Ustinguished attentions. 
While abroad a 


dozen years ago he met an American lady, 
Urs. J. G. Shumway, of Chicago, who was 
hen on a pleasure trip in Spain. She be- 
came greatly interested in Bishop Whipple's 
work, and upon her return home built a 
130,000 memorial chapel on the grounds of 
;he Whipple schools (it Faribault Two years 
tgo she died leaving 1300,000 in trust to 
Jlshop Whipple, one-half of which was to be

No Quicksilver Mines in Siberia. 


I had heard from an Englishman bora in 


Russia that the worst of Russian criminals 
were put down in quicksilver mines in Sibe- 
ria, where they were speedily killed by un- 
lealthy fumes. Like many others, I at once 
believed the story, but little thought I should 
one day have the satisfaction of kicking the 
xittom out of it, by proclaiming, after cross- 
ng the country myself, that there are no 
such things in Siberia as quicksilver mines, 
and challenge any one to bring proof that 
there ever have been. 


As au instance, however, of the pertinacity 


with which a false Idea continues to spread 
and be believed, I may mention that after 
my return I was speaking with the editor of 
a leading Petersburg journal, who assured 
me that I was quite mistaken in supposing 
there were no quicksilver mines in Siberia. 
Upon my maintaining the contrary, be de- 
clared that he could bring me proof on the 
spot, which accordingly he left the room to 
do, but returned begging my pardon, and 
saying that they were silver mines. Thim- 
blefula of argeutal mercury have been found, 
no doubt, hero anrl there in Siberia, as at 
IColyvali; anil n released political exile told 
mo that he liratni, many miles distant, 
that there was a small quicksilver mine at 
Nertuhmsk, but too poor, to be worth work- 
ing. 
When, however, he was deported to 


four places in succession about Nertchinsk, 
he heard nothing more of the said "quick- 
silver" mine, and neither he iior another re- 
leased exile who had worked there in the 
silver mines, and whom 1 questioned, per- 
ceived, they saiii, nuy objectionable "fumes."

How to Prerent Them From Becomln* 
Sore In 8prln« and Summer. 


Sores on horses shoulders oak: be 


prevented. Galled shoulders argue 
poor management or negligence.'. Pre- 
vention is easier than cure; and pre- 
vention must begin some weeks before 
hard spring work. 


It is one common fault of our farm 


management to allow the horses to be 
idle nearly altogether throughout the 
winter. It takes a smart horse to earn 
more in live months than he consume! 
in twelve. More than one farmer 
allows his horses to take from him in 
winter what they gained for him in 
summer. Work could be found during 
the winter for the horses that would at 
least pay for their keep; and they would 
come to the spring work in much 
better condition for it—their shoulders 
toughened and their muscles hardened. 


The horse that remains idle most oi 


the time during the winter must have 
its shoulders toughened in some way, 
else the first month oi hard pulling 
will make galls. The best way to 
toughen the unused shoulders is to 
bathe them with strong salt water. 
This should be begun four to six weeks 
before spring work. 1 keep uu oUl 
fruit can in the stable. 
Tie a rag 


around a corn oob. Throw a hnndfill 
of salt in the can, fill it with water, stii 
it till the salt is dissolved, and then 
apply it with the cob-rngarrangement 
The work can be done in a few minutes, 
and should be done each evening. 


This salt water bath should be kepi 


up after the horses are put to the plow. 
As the harness is removed in the even- 
ing, wash the shoulders clean withcleaj 
water, and then apply the salt water. 
The horses will enjoy it much. 
It 


cools and eases the feverish, tired 
shoulders. 
After employing this salt 


water bath for ten years, I am con- 
vinced that nothing else is so good a 
preventive of galled shoulders. 


An ill-fitting collar will produce 


galls as soon as the horse is kept at 
hard work. 
Harness is too carelessly 


selected and fitted; often it is not fitted 
at all. Among horses' shoulders there 
is as great a diversity of shape as 
among men's noses. 
Whenever a col- 


lar is got for a horse, the horse should 
be brought to the store that the collar 
may be fitted. Make the merchant 
bring out every collar he has, if neces 
sary, to get a fit; and if a iit can not 
be got otherwise, have the collar al- 
tered. This can be done by makings 
slit along the groove wherein the hames 
lit, opposite the spot on the face of the 
collar which is too prominent. Through 
the slit enough of the packing can bo 
removed, and a few blows on the face 
of the collar will then reduce the 
prominence. Next the collar must be 
fitted to the hamcs or the hames to the 
collar. The latter is the bettor when 
it can bo done without making the 
hamcs too weak. The hames should 
be shaved down until they fit close tc 
the collar at every point. 


Throwing the collar into a pond for a 


week, oiling 
it with 
"rattle-snake 


grease." etc., is utter silliness. 
But 


keeping it well oiled is a good preventive 
of galls. 
The oil keeps the leather soft 


and pliable, hence it is not apt to chafe 
the flesh, and is more inclined to adapt 
itself to the shoulder. 
For oiling har- 


ness I know of nothing else as good as 
a mixture of two parts pure neatsfoot 
oil and one part beef tallow. 
A little 


castor oil may be added if the mice arc 
inclined to nibble; but it is better to 
get a good mouser than to use the cas- 
tor oil. 
The collar should be cleaned 


of sweat and dirt each morning. 
A 


dirty collar chafes. 
For cleaning, a 


dull knife for taking oil' the rough 
and a cloth for the finish are good. 
Cloth pads to cover the entire face of 
the collar are now made, and are good. 
Many collars have one side harder than 
the other; observe this and reject such 
collars always. 


Humane feelings aside, it is well to 


avoid galled shoulders. 
The horse 


with whole shoulders does more and 
better work. 
He starts quicker, pulls 


harder and more steadily, and does 
not give up so soon in a tight place. 
More, a very sore shoulder seriously 
affects the health of the animal. 
The 


pain affects its nervous system, and 
lessons digestion and assimilation. The 
effect is of the same nature, though, 
perhaps, not so great as like pain 
would have upon yon.—John M. Staltl, 
in Country Gentleman.
